Here  he  feems  tojtgnify,  that  wife 
men*  or  good  men,  cnnn»t  mifs  being 
chofeh  at  nur  E.eUion;  tho  ',is  evident 
that  thofe  who  are  mojl  liberal  with 
t'i'it  grog  generally  carries  the  eleDion. 
But  perhaps  he  may  look  ttponpife  men, 
gvd  men,  and  rich  men.  as  Synonimcus 
terms.  If  this  is  the  cafe,  he  writes 
perrtlly  tmjtjtem  with  Iftmfttf ;  for 
the  Rich  is  always  able  to  prodtut  the 
gtenttfi  quantity  of  S,  iritous  Liquors 
in  o'dtr  to  bribe  Xtitttttttfl  and  by  t'.is 
meant  It  e'etled.  fFktn  we  revoked 
fmm  England,  it  was  not  the  n  n-ex- 
ilence  rf  Laws  o-Uy,  that  induced  our 
leaders  to  enronmge  G  mmittees ;  They 
well  knew  that  if  Elections  were  car- 
ried on  ir.  the  fame  manner  they  now  ire 
the  Torie*  being  generally  the  mofl  weal- 
thy, cnuld  be  mofl  liberal  of  SpiiicouS 
liquors  :  and  by  this  mews  pufb  them- 
felves  into  phices  of  honor  and  profit, 
I  am  far  fiom  unde"*alueing  A  mual 
elections  I  view  it  as  a  mofl  incilimt- 
bie  privilege.  But  I  ijment  to  fee  it 
fo  amatingly  corrupted  ;  and  I  think 
i:  dangtrtilS  at  this  time,  to  tiftue  our 
liberty  and  that  of  our  t-nflcity  Uftk 
this  rotten  pillar  only,  I  think  ft  if 
calculated  lAcafl  us  into  an  A'iflocratic 
government  or  of  tftubliflUng  a  govern- 
ment in  the  hands  a  few  wealthy 
m:n  I  apprehend  that  our  conflituti- 
on  ought  t"  be  confident  with  our  hill 
of  rights:  and  in  this  all  the  United 
Stues  nearly  a^rte  ',  a  I  (ay  that  alt 
power  originates  in  the  ftopl*,  and  all 
tfficeri  amenable  to  them.  But  what 
faith  the  nations  of  rich  men  f  Aflions 
fptak  hudt*  than  wo'ds;  and  fait  knot  • 
With  ft  aiding  t'.is  jufl  declaration  of 
the  tif\  'ns  °f  tr.ankind,  "  As  out  wealth 
givotus  grtat  influence,  we  will  by  in 
dirrfl  meafures,  wind  the  powtr  chiefly 
into  our  own  hands  ;  we  will  order  maw- 
tets  fo  ihat  annual  elections  fhall  be  held 
at  one  place  in  each  county ;  and  we  will 
not  l-t  the  fufFraiie  of  the  people  beta- 
ken by  ballot,  that  we  may  influence 
them  by  fear,  favor,  or  ajTeClion.  And 
we  k-io-.p  that  though  a  majority  of  the 
ftoplt  will  not  att'nd  at  jo  great  a 
dill  >nce  ;  yet  we  know  that  a  great 
many  will  come  out,  and  give  (heir  vott, 
for  fake  of  a  hanlfome  treat  Wt  will 
alft  plead  for  an  upper  houfe,  and  let 
this  upper  houfe  though  compofed  of 
comparatively  a  fmall  number ,  bt  in- 
veiled  with  the  power  ef  pajftng  a  ne- 
gative on  the  bills  paffed  ty  the  loweft 
houfe,  confjlir.g  of  fix  to  on:.  We  know 
that  though  the  lower  houfe  has  the  nam: 
of  Le gi Hat  or s  they  are  only  Clerks  to  do 
our  drudgery  and  prepare  billi  for  us, 
which  we  can  r-jtH  at  our  pleafure  if  they 
donotfuit  us,  men  of  wealth.  And  by 
theft  indirect  means,  w:  will  always 
keep  the  baiarc:  of  power  in  our  own 
hands." 

If  an  upp'r  Houfe  or  fenate,  fbould 
have  the  power,  each  one  of  them  of  pof 
fing  a  negative  on  fix  times  the  num- 
ber of  the  A'Jembl-i,  equally  eletled  by 
the  people  as  their  Representatives;

Mr.  A,  B,  C  talks  of  affembting  all 
th:  people  in  a  large  plain,  in  order  ta 
form  a  Conjlitution  ;  and  Common  Senj'e 
fays,  were  this  method  practicable  it 
would  be  mofl  jufl  and  fafefor  the  p'o- 
pit.  But  is  there  no  medium  between 
a  confufed  democracy,  and  ufing  artful 
m:a,'ures  in  order  to  cafl  the  govern" 
m:nt  in  the  hand:  of  a  few  rich  m:n. 


— —/  would  wiJJj  to  fee  a  clanje  hi  out 
Conjlitutlon,  providing  that  county  com- 
mittees duly  defied  by  the  people,  might 
have  a  power  of  pnjfmg  a  negative  up> 
on  the  bills  pnjed  by  the  AJJembly ; 
and  would  not  this  be  a  more  reafora- 
ble  check  in  order  to  prevent  hafly,un- 
jufl,  and  oiprejfive  meaj'ures,  than  Ha- 
ving t.ne  power  of  a  negative  invefled 
in  the  hands  of  a  few  great  men  ;  and 
this  would  le  confiflint  wi  hour  bil.  of 
tights,  which  ought  to  be  flrifkly  ad- 
hoed  to;  For  if  the  executive  part  of 
a  Comhtution,  deviates  from  its  bill  of 
riehts  :  it  is  as  great  an  firor,  as  fvr 
a  Legislative  body  to  deviate  f,9m  their 
Conflttution.  Aotwithflandiug  ths 
gieatnefs  of  this  error,  we  find  it  pras- 
tifed  in  the  Southern  flates,  whoje  bill 
of  rights  fay  all  men  are  bom  equa:if 
free  ;  but  the  executive  part  fay.  let 
the  Aegroes  remain  slaves  And  flail 
the  blacks  and  whites  remain  contented 
with  a  bare  declaration  of  the  rights,  of 
mankind,  wftfioui^ver  feeing  tliem  put 
into  execution.  Thus  old  cuflom  and 
the  danger  of  novelty,  Is  plead  in  fa- 
vor of  an  upper  houje ;  and  the p> ejent 
mod:  of  elections.  The  fame  argume* 
might  have  been  uj:d  in  favor  of  a  con- 
tinued fubje&ien  to  Enghnd,  and  wsuld" 
have  been  as  valid  as  inthe  frefentcajo*

conftitution  

**  A  conftitution  is  a  thing  antecedent 
to  a  government,  and  a  government  is 
only  the  creature  of  a  conftitution. 
The  conftitution  of  acountiyis  not 
the  aft  of  its  government,  but  of  the 
people  conftituting  a  government.  It 
is  the  body  of  element-,  to  which 
you  can  refer,  and  o/io-e  article  by 
artic!e;and  which  contains  the  prin- 
ciples on  which  the  government  thill 
be  eflabiifhed,  the  manner  in  which 
it  fhall  be  organized,  the  powers  it 
have,  the  mode  of  election*,  the 
duration  of  parliaments,  or  by  what 
other  name  fuch  bddiei  may  be  called  , 
the  powers  which  rhe  executive  part 
of  governmen:  lhill  have  ;  and,  in 
fine,  every  th;ng  that  relates  tofthe 
complete  organization  uf a  civil  'go- 
vernmen', and  -he  principles  on  which 
It  fhall  ait,  and  by  which  it  fh alt  be 
b)un~d.  A  conftitution,  therefore,  ii 
to  a  government,  what  the  laws 
made  afterwards  by  that  government 
are  to  a  court  ^of  judicature.  The 
Callft  of  judicature  does  not  make  the 
laws,  neither  can  if  alter  them;  itoa» 
ly  acts  in  conformity  to  the  law. 
made  ;  and  the  government  is  in  like 
manner  governed  by  the  conftituti 
on.
